To the outside world 
his attitude had the appearance of 
waiting for divine fmterposition on 
behalf ef the church. Leo, on the 
* other hand, seemed to think and act 
as one who believes that Providence 
wills that his Vicar on earth shall 
use all justifiable worldly means to 
a justifiable end.” His policy “has 


been and is that of active to- 
ward reconciliation with all pow- 
ere of the world for the better inter- 
este ot the church.” 


The abovg is an excellent statement 
of Leo's policy and purpose, in a few 
words, His work was essentially 
constructive. To quote Justin McCar- 


thy once more, “every One feilt that | 


Leo was a man of tenacious purpose, 
with @ recopstructive power.” His 
work of reconstruction and reconcil- 


= 
lation has been remarkably success- 
ful, as is evidenced by the friendly— 
or at least not openly antagonistic— 
attitude of most of the powers toward 
the church at the present time. This 
ig due, not alone to his wise and far- 
seeing diplomacy, but to his innate 
kindness of heart, which prompted 
him to employ conciliatory and 
kindly methods rather than those 
which sayoxed of harshness and de- 
flance, 

Under the wise gui of Leo 
XIII the Catholic Church has made 
greater progress, perhaps, than it 
ever achieved within a like period in 
its history. He has taught, as no 
other Pontiff ever did, the lessons of 
tolerance and of charity. Without in 
any sense weakening the foundations 
of the Catholic. faith (but rather 
strengthening them,) he has liberal- 
sed the church and broadened its 
teachings. Thus he has immeasura- 
bly Increased its power for good, en- 
larged the sphere of its influence, both 
spiritual and temporal, and made it 


a more efficient instrument for the 


uplifting of humanity. 
A prominent member of the Metho- 


dist Episcopal Church, from his pul- 


pit in New York, on Sunday last, paid 
a glowing tribute to the Pope, de- 
claring that “his love of justice, sim- 
ple dignity, kindly sympathy, have 
endeared the Pontiff to the Catholic 


world, which delights to pay tribute to 
the statesmanship, tact, and splendid 


genius of their beloved Pope, who has 
done much for the progress of civili- 
zation. From crowned head to peas- 
ant, from President to laboring man, 
prayers and good wishes have been 
expressed for this remarkable man. 
Leo has known no najionality, but 
has been interested in all. Deprived 
of temporal power, he has possessed 
a greater powér—a dynamic energy 
that has controlled the hearts of men, 
and shaped, in many instances, the 
policies of monarchies and republics. 
He has restored the golden age of the 
papacy in its best sense. As philan- 


thropist, poet, educator, reformer, the 


name of Leo XIII will ve placed 


among the very great, if not the 


greatest, Popes in history.) je 


The pure and blameless private life 


of the Pontiff? has been an example 
to the whole world. If it had not 
been for the large fund of vital force 
laid up as a result of bis temperance 
and self-denial, the Pope could never 
have reached the fullmess of years 
and the plenitude of wisdom which 
have made the closing scenes of his 
life so memorable. And in these sad 
hours, while the sands of his te are 
slowly running into eternity, the 
general sorrow is tempered with 
thanksgiving that he was spared to 
complete his great work so fully and 
so satisfactorily. In the widest sense, 
as he passes from the earth life to 
the life eternal, does this grand old 
man merit the commendation, “Well 
done, thou good and faithful servant. 
Enter thou into the joy of thy Lord.” 


YNCHING IS MURDER. 

Another chance for Russia to get 
in a*sly dig at the United States, in 
return for our criticism of outrages 
on the Russian Jews, is furnished in 
an event that happened in West Vir- 
ginia a few days ago, when a negro 
was slashed to pieces by an in- 


furiated mob. it is true that the- 


crime of which he was guilty was a 
most fiendish one, and deserving of 
the severest punishment. He had for- 
feited his life to society, and society 
would have been justified in the tak- 
ing of his life, but it should have been 
done decently, and through the 
proper channels. If we are to follow 
out the axiom, “An eye for an eye 
and a tooth for a tooth,“ to the limit, 
then a man who commits a brutal 
crime should be made to suffer in as 
nearly as practicable the same man- 
ner as did his victim. This, of 
course, would be unreasonable and 
im possible. Therefo:e, the only 
proper thing to be done in such cases 
is to kill the man legally, after due 
process of law, whether by hanging 
or electrocution, as the custom in that 
particular commonwealth may be, 
The negro referred to has been 
caught in the act of ravishing a young 


girl, whom he had, previously re- 


peatedly assaulted. The dispatch 
states that he was kinned with 
sharp knives, the flesh torn from his 
bones, and portions of his body then 
carried off as souvenirs by those who 
assisted at the affair. : 
It is not so much on account of the 
suffering entailed upon the victims of 
these tragedies in the South that they 
are to be deprecated, but because of 
the inevitably demoralizing effect 
which they must have upon the spgc- 
tators and those who read about them, 
especially upon the growing genera- 
tion. and furthermore, on account of 
the ill repute when they bring upon 
the American nation abroad. Au as- 
este justice of the United States 
Supreme Court recently said: “Every 
man who participates in the lynching 
or the burning of a negro is a mur- 
derer pure and simple.” He added: 
“The principal participants in the 
crime can be held by any court in the 


land for murder in the Coarse 
@s if the crime were comm by an 
individual 
“There is going to be a regction 
against the atrocious crimes with 
which the napers have been filled. I 
expect that it will come soon. I can- 
not say what form it 4 —

feeling against lynchings wh 
result ' legislation, or a remed 
some Sther form.” 

It is certainly high time that such 
an uprising should begin. 


HE REIGN OF LAWLESSNESS. 

From all parts of the country 
come daily accounts of crime upon 
crime, of mob violence, lynchings, 
robberies, murders, and all conceiva- 
ble forms of lawlessness, until the 
mind sickens at the contemplation of 
so much evil in a world that ought 
to be bright and beautiful, a Gt place 
for the habitation of good men and 
good women. Optimists declare that the 
world is growing better. But to one 
who reads the dally record of crime, 
it almost seems as if the reverse were 
true. In view of this fearful history, 
with its ever-recurring chapters of 
‘horror, it is extremely difficult to wax 
optimistic on the subject of crimin- 
ology. 

The United States is fast attaining 
to the unenviable distinction of being 
the most lawless country on earth. 
While we have not the statistics at 
hand to prove this assertion, it is un- 
doubtedly true that more crimes are 
committed here, in proportion to pop- 
ulation, than in any other civilized na- 
tion. And, worst of all, crime is un- 
questionably on the increase in this 
country. The tmerease is not to be 
accounted for on the ground of in- 
creasing population, for it more than 
keeps pace with that increase. To the 
cloge observer it is evident that there 
is a growing disrespect for law 
among the great body of the people 
themselves. Not that this feeling is 
shared by all thé people; far from it. 
But the “criminal class” is increas- 
ing out of all proportion to the in- 
crease of population, and the people 
as a whole are apparently becoming 
more indifferent to violations of law. 

There are reasons for all this, and 
without much doubt the principal 
reason is to be found in the lax man- 
ner in which the laws are enforced. 
In no country on earth are legal quib- 
bles so often and so successfully in- 
voked to defeat the ends of justice 
as in the United States. “The law's 
delay” has become with us a na- 
tional vice. Too often the sharp prac- 
tices of the criminal lawyer have 
Fitted the law from its honest orig- 
inal intent into an instrument to de- 
feat or delay, rather than to subserve, 
the ends of justice. The lavish use 
of money in the defense of Known 
criminals has often served to sécure 
the miscarriage f justice, by in- 
volving a case in an almost inter- 
minable maze of litigation. 

Not that our courts are corrupt. 
The American judiciary is probably 
as upright a body of men as can be 
found in similar positions anywhere. 
But our lawe—and more especially 
those of the several Statese—are a 
curious jumble of redundant and over- 
lapping provisions, which afford rich 
pickings for the sharp and not over- 
scrupulous lawyer, bent upon clearing 
his client at any cost. We haye too 
many and too complex laws, and many 
of them seem to have been framed 
with a view of providing loopholes 
for the escape of criminals rather than 
to furnish means for their punish- 
ment. 

One of the reasons for the preva- 
lent disrespect for law is doubtless to 
be found in the fact that many of 


our laws have proved so defective as 


hardly to be worthy of respect. An- 
other reason lies in the increasing 
lawlessness of trade unionists, which 
lawlessness escapes punishment more 
frequently than it receives punishment 
that it deserves. In every instance 
where violators of the law escape 
punishment, disrespect for the au- 
thority of law is increased. 

What is needed is a thorough awak- 
ening of the people to the neceasity 
for more prompt and rigid enforce- 
ment of the law—especiaily as regards 
stimes of the graver kind. We might 
well take pattern, in this matter, af- 
ter England and her colonies. There 
is not an English colony in which the 
law is not enforced with more 


the United States. ‘There is far less 
crime in these countries than here— 
and who can doubt that this fact is 
due principally to the better enforce-

John Y. T. Smith, a ploneer and one 
of the most prominent citizens of 
Phoenix, Ariz., died in Los Angeles 
yesterday. 

For three months Mr. Smith has been 
seriously ill, and remembering, from 
his early experience on this Coast, and 
from an . occasional visit since his 
days of pioneer soldiering, the cooling 
breezes that come in from the ocean 
to fan the feverish brow, he desired 
to come here and try to recover his 
health.

Strange and Hazardous Trip 
from San Pedro.

John Drasie and Wife Set Sail 
In Small Craft. 


The strangest and perhaps the wild- 
est voyage in the history of the Pa- 
cific Coast, was begun yesterday morn- 
ing 


Two young German people, John 
Draste and his wife, who came all 
the way to America with the avowed 
purpose of making such a hazardous 
trip, started in a little sailboat for 
the distant Arctic regions. Draste is 
21 and his wife 22. They say they 
love each other, and do not fear the 
broad, blue ocean. They had spent 
several weeks in preparation, and 
started well provided with water and 
provisions. They were apparently as 
happy as if bound for a more hospita- 
ble corner of the universe than the 
icy Northland. 

The boat that carries them, the 
Alert, has been plying about these 
waters for many years, and, although 
worn with age considerably, is looked 
upon by those familiar with her gear 
@s a good craft in almost any kind of 


and yet her master and his wife began 
the voyage as coolly as a captain might 
go on a warship. 

The Alert, as she was christened 
many years ago, is 4 sloop-rigged 
craft, measuring about thirty-three 
feet over all, with a twelve-foot beam. 
She was owned by a party in San 
Pedro named Olsen, but purchased 
only a week ago by Draste for $300. 
The young German spent time and 
money in fitting out the boat for his 
trip, and before he left had carefully 
loaded $250 worth of provisions in her 
hull, which are to last until he and 
his wife reach their destination—ir 
ever. 

Draste and his wife are going to a 
point about 600 miles east of the Mc- 
Kenzie River, which flows into the Arc- 
tic Ocean, in search of a peculiar breed 
of fox, whose skins are said to be very 
valuable. They expect to spend the 
winter some en route, and pro- 
ceed farther along If 
misfortune does not them, 
Draste said he and his wife would probe 
ably return to this section in about two 
or three years.

Then came the Kishinefl massacre 
emphasizing the wrongful use of 
power, the danger resting in an ignor- 
ant peasantry and the general inse- 
curity peculiar to an absolute mon- 
archy. The Kishineff affair was the 
determining factor in Tretickoff's 
grimage. Surrendering his government 
position, sacrificing home and al) rights 
to certain properties, about one month 
ago Tretickoff, accompanied by the lit- 
tle four-year-old son, started for Amer- 
ica. The faithful wife remained in the 
home land in order to save as much of 
their property as possible, it 
purpose to join her refugee husband 
and babe in the near future. 

In the couree of his reading Tretickoff 
had learned much of Southern Callfor- 
nia, and to this land of sunshine he 
journeyed, reaching Los Angeles yes- 
terday, registering at the Natick. A 
stranger in a strange land. unaljle to 
speak a word of English, surrendering 

ition, property, social prestige—ali 

~ause he could not with complacency 
witness the oppression of his people; 
and also because of a desire to give his 
little son an environment that might 
mean freedom, security and education, 
And in the accomplishment of this de- 
sire this Russian father submits to im- 
poverishment and is willing to perform 
manual iabor, that being his only re- 
course because of his inability to speak 
the English language. 

Tbrough the courtesy of Isadore Cit 
ron of No. 480 California street, thid 
city, Who acted as interpreter, a Times 
eporter was 
with Mr. Tretickoff, who gave an inter- 
esting accoung of conditions in Russia, 
laying the full blame for the Kishineff 
massacre at the door of the govern- 
ment. He said: 

“In order to understand the true con- 
dition in Russia, a residence there is 
necessary. It is not true that the gov- 
ernment is anxious to be rid of the 
Jewish people. On the contrary, the 
whole aim is to prevent their de- 
parture, but to keep them in subjec- 
tion. This, however, seems impossibie, 
for the Jew will not down. God seems 
to have some great watch care over 
them, and no matter how bitterly op- 
pressed they may be, prosperity at- 


tends their every effort. In the efforts 


at suppression the government, of 
course, cannot act directly, and resorts 
to subterfuge. That the government is 
wholly responsible for the Kishineff 
massacre cannot be questioned. I was 
in a position to know, so can speak 
with positivenmess. Just before the mas- 
sacre the government sent out circu- 
lars to all the churches, directing the 
priests to arouse the ignorant peasan- 
try and incite a demonstration against 
the Jews. In this there was a double

ship. The clergy were instructed to im- 
press upon the ignorant people that 
the government was not responsible 
for the miserabip conditions prevailing, 
but that the Jew was the cause, his 
tendency to accumulate and possess, 
denying the others their just dues.

Arriving at the point for which 
we had set out, we discovered about 
thirty of the savages huddied together 
in trenches, or holes which they had 
dug in the east bank of the creek. We 
could not see them, but we knew they 
were there; and holding our uns over

a short time. Then remounting, we set 
out at a gallop up the creek, several 
hundred Indians having been seen go- 
ing in that direction. We rode by twos, 
and as we were passing a little clump 
of bushy grass in which lay an a par- 
ently dead savage our horses shied and 
the captain called a halt. “If I am not 
much mistaken,“ he . “that Indian 
back there is not dead, but only sham- 
ming death.” Riding back he fired at 
the motionless and the convul- 
sions that follow proved his sus- 
picions to have been correct and his 
aim good. We discovered that the red- 
skin had been a chief. He had a string 
of flattened-out Mexican silver dollars 
attached to his scalp lock and a lot of 
other trumpery on his person. It didn’t 
take us long to dispose of his adorn- 
ments. 

The country for fifteen miles around 
the camp was scoured and the siaugh- 
ter complete. An order had been given 
when we set out to let no Indian es- 
cape, and it was executed mercilessly 
and literally. The savages who had not 
concealed themselves in the sand along 
the banks and in the bed of the creek 
had scattered over the hills round 
about the camp, and we hunted and 
shot them down like wild beasts. Men, 
women and children—al! met the same 
fate. Few of the redskins were armed 
with rifies, and the result was that not 
many of our own men were killed or 
seriously wounded. If they had been 
armed as we were I shridder to think 
— what the result might have been 

us, 


DUEL TO DEATH. - 


Many bloody and desperate hand-to- 
hand conflicts took place. One of our 
men had recently lost his whole family 
at the hands of the Indians, and when 
the slaughter began he seemed to lose 
his reason entirely. He rode about with 
his hat off and his hair streaming in 
the breeze, exposing himself to danger 
everywhere and fighting like a mad- 
man. After the battle had been going 
forward several hours his dead body 
was discovered lying in a great pool uf 
mis den blood close beside that of a 
stalwart Indian. It was evident that 
a terrible conflict had been waged be- 
tween the two dead men. The white 
man had been armed with a rifle and a 
howie knife, while the Indian had only 
a bunch of steel-pointed arrows. How 

they had struggled it was of 
course impossible to determine. but 
how desperately and ferociously it was 
lain to see. The soldier had ended the 

fe of his adversary by plunging a 
bowle knife into his heart, while he 
himself had died from countless wounds 
inflicted with the arrows. His back 
had been literally hacked to pieces. 

My narrative has been confined 
la ly to the part the detachment to 
which I belonged took in the massacre. 
Other detachments of course had been 


There was no regu- 
lar plan of battle, for none was possi- 
under the circumstances, We sim- 
ply rode over the country and hunted

we could find them. 
BLAIN IN THE SAND. 


Completing the slaughter at the 
point to which we had ridden from 
down the creek, we rode farther up the 
stream in the afternoon and continued 
the bloody work there. A lot of the sav- 
ages had burrowed into the sand in the 
bed of the creek at this point and were 
lying there when w# rode up, as mo- 
tionless as % many logs. But by 
watching the sand closely we were able 
to detect precisely where the redekins 
were concealed. If a little mound of 
sand looked as if it had been newly 
made we guessed that an Indian was 
concealed in it, took careful aim and 
fired. Sometimes an Indian would pop 
eut and take to his heels, and some- 
times there would be a convulsive 
movement of the sand and then all 
would be as quiet and still as death. 

The manner in which the Indians had 
burrowed into the sand along the bed 
of the creek and thus concealed them- 
selves from our view was to me one of 
the most singular and remarkable 
things in connection with Indian war- 
fare I had ever seen or heard of. In 
most instances they had scooped the 
sand out and made their hiding places 
with their bare hands, having no im- 
plements with which to do it. But, 
cunning as were their tactics, they 
failed to serve them to any good pur- 
pose. Those who had concealed them- 
selves in the sand met the same fate 
that befell those who scattered over 
the hills. 

A PAPOOSE SAVED. 


I recall a peculiar incident in connec- 
tion with the kill of a lot of Indians 


concealed in one of the t 


slaughter had been going. on for some 
time, when a member of my company 
heard the cry of a little papoose amid 
the walls and ne of the wounded 
and dying. 4 instantly dropped his 
gun and scrambled down over the bank 
to rescue lt. He had not gone far 
when one of the unhort Indians shot 
him, the “co entering bis back and 
out th 


passing rough one of his lu 
He contrived to get the baby deapite 


the wound. however, and, laying it ten- 
derly on the bank, he reached for his 
gun and sent a bullet through the 
heart of his assailant. His own wound 
was. of course, a painful one, but it 
did not we fatal. He was hauled 
back to Lyons in one of the wag- 
ons and within two weeks was up and 
about again, apparently none the worse 
for his narrow escape from death. 
Along about the middle of the after- 
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noon the howitzers were brought up to 
the bank of the creek ite a point 
where a lot of savages d burrowed 
into the sand and were lying in hiding. 
and opened fire. The execution was 
terrible. The Indians were huddied to- 
gether in large numbers in the death 
tr they had prepared for themselves 
every one of them was killed. 

A white trader and his Indian wife 
and a half-breed chief and his squaw 
were the only members of the band of 
500 savages who were spared. We had 
put them in the council tent of the 
tribe and set a guard over them, Col. 
Chivington intending to take them to 
Denver for some purpose. The day 


chief was fatally wounded ac- 
cidental (7) discharge of a rifle In the 
hands of one of the guards. 

WAS BSLAUGHTER JUSTIFIED’ 

The Chivington massacre was indeed 
a horrible affair. Chivington has been 
severely criticised for his slaughter of 
hundreds of red men, women and cht. 
dren, but in passing judgment upon 
him and his methods it should: be 
borne in mind that the savages had 
committed innumerable unprovoked, 
atrocious and revolting crimes, and 
that the people of Denver and through- 
out the State demanded that swift and 
terrible punishment be meted out to 
them. Judged at this distance of time 


by ethica! standes the massacre may 
be indefensible Such a slaughter of 
human beng even under great preve- 
cation would not perhaps be com- 
mended by public sentiment in any 


part of the country teday. But the 
public ts ne longer compelled to suffer 
from such outrageous crimes by the In- 
dians ar at that time in the West were 
of almost dally occurrence, The people 
of that section of the country in those 
days had little sympathy with the In- 
dians, and, indeed, had reason to have 
little. In many parts of the West it 
was practically a life and death strug- 
gie between the two races, and many 
white people whose instincts and im- 
pulses were on the whole humane and 
noble regarded well nigh any means of 
punishing and bringing the redskins to 
account for their brutal crimes as jus- 
tifable in the existing circumstances. 
As for the part | myself played in 
the massacre, it was only that of a 
soldier sworn to obey the commands 
of his superior officers. I had enlisted 
and gone out to fight, and I fought in
